He served in the Civil War as 
Colonel of the Forty-ninth Regi- 
ment, Missouri Volunteers, which 
he organized and which saw serv- 
ice in the vicinity of Mobile. Ala.. 
near the close of the war. A 
number of the members of this reg- 
iment were his former pupils. 

Judge Dyer granted the decree 
establishing the United Railways 
receivership, and made the selec- 
tion of Rolla Wells, former Mayor, 
as receiver. He called at Wells’ 
home early in the morning to te!) 
him that he had selected him to 
act as receiver, and found Wella 
in bed.

Welcomed Successor. 

The appointment of Judge Faris 
late in 1919, was welcomed by 
Judge Dyer, who had previously 
complained of the delay of Presi- 
dent Wilson in naming his succes- 
sor.

Advantages of Radium Gas. 

The advantage of the radium 
gas is that it can be placed in a 
growth to be destroye 1, and is su- 
perior to treatment by rays which 
strike only the surface of the body. 
As the gas loses its strength in four 
days, it can be “forgo‘ten” with- 
out harming the patient, thus pre- 
venting injury which might oc- 
‘eur should a like amount of radium 
salts be allowed to remain in tis- 
sue. 

Dr. Roy fl. Santi, chief city ra- 
diologist, is in charge of the new 
department of radiology. He is 
particularly insistent in declaring 
that radium is not a “cure-all"’ for 
eancer and other similar diseases. 
“"Wecan do a great deal, however, 
by the combined use of radium, 
X-ray and surgery, but the idea 
that cancer melts away before ra- 
dium is entirely false.”’ he saii.

Dr. Eugene A. Scharff, superin- | 


tendent of the hospital, fears 2 rush 
of patients who are not eligible for 
treatment in a_i city .institution. 
"We have hothing here that can- 


not be secured in «a private hos- 


pital by those who can afford to 
pay,” he said. “True, we have the 
only emanating machine in St, 
Louts, but the private radiurm spe- 
Cialist or the hospital can secure 
the capsules of radium gas over- 
night from Chicago. We cannot 
give treatment to any except those 
who are too poor to afford private 
treatment.”

©gg salad may be made by slicing 
up the hard-boiled eggs and serving 
them with other salad ingredients, 
A hard-boiled egg seems to taste 
particularly good with spinach, and 
is often used as a garnish for that 
vegetable.
